Reasons For Allowance 


4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record fails to anticipate or show in combination an electric hand tool wherein a mounting 
bracket is located between the tool's gearing component and motor component and features two 
mounting bracket components linked to each other by a connection; wherein the tool's gearing 
component is allocated to one of the mounting bracket components and the tool's motor 
component is allocated to the other mounting bracket component; and wherein at least one of the 
mounting bracket components includes interchangeable insert bits. All pending claims are now 
allowable over the prior art of record.
